SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 
-Searchers have1, found (he body 
i! another American serviceman 
from u U.S. Army helicopter shot 
down by the Communists Sunday. 
This brought the toll to five Amer- 
icans dead and four missing in 
three air crashes in two days. 


The body, that of an enlisted 


man, 
was found about a mile 


from the wreckage of the helicop- 
ter, 
which plunged into the junglo 


near the Laotian border 280 miles 
northeast of Saigon. He apparent- 
ly had walked the mile despite 
mortal wounds.
